BAKERS' BREAD. 



Article of 1 im.u. 
Styles chango iu bread, as in every- 
thing else, anil shapes that were mora 
or less familiar 10 yours ugo urn now 
not made at all. Evury baker trios to 
have something distinctive about his 
output, and almost every baker thinks 
. his bread is the test. So everybody w ho 
* <f b*y» bakers' bread knows there is really 
if great difference in it in appearance and 
in taste. The housewife makes wheat 
bread of one kind of flour; the baker 
makes it generally of three — two brands 
of spring wheat Hour and one of winter 
wheat, mixed, with the result of mak- 
ing a finer, whiter, smoother loaf. Dak-, 
era do not all ugree as to the exact pro- 
portions in which these Hours should be. 

Urahum flour is made of the entire 
grain of the wheat ground up together; 
gluten flour of that purt of the wheat 
grain which contains the gluten. Rye 
graham flour is made of the entire grain 
of the rye; the rye flour used in the or- 
dinary rye bread is usually mixed with 
wheat flour in proportions vuryiug from 
a little wheat up to half wheat. Of tho 
bread sold in American bakeries about 
hO per cent is wheat, the remaining 15 
per cent being divided abuut equally 
among graham, rye and gluten, in tier- 

bread sold is very much greater. 

Baksrs are all the time getting up 
new shapes m bread, and there call 
scarcely bj said to bo any absolutely 
atamlaril form, though there are some 
that are practically so — the oblong, the 
round, the long, round, French stick, 
Vienna stick and Vienna loaf. There 
are now ala.ut IB shapes that arc mure 
or leva commonly sold. And these breads 
are made of uhout as many different 
kinds of dough. For instance, there is 
a New England dough, a Vienna dough, 
and so on, each being composed of a 
different blend of materials and mixed 
and handled differently.
